MINE WORKERS PICKING COAL.

The Output from This Source Is Very
Considerable.

The striking mine workers who have
busied themselves for a long time pick-
ing coal from the culim dumps, are not
content with following this vocation
during the day time, and now work at
night. Most any evening scores of
them can be found working industrious-
ly on the dumps with lamps to gulde
them, and picks, shovels, curts, bags
and even horses and wagons, to dig
and carry away the anthrucite,

Many of them store the coal for their
own use, while others retail it at 10
cents a bushel and §2, ¥ and even $4
a ton, Many youngsters who pick coal
have regular customers to whom they
dellver regularly. Efforts huve been
made to prevent this onslaught on the
dumps, but the conl plekers pay but
little attention to the guards.

Every creek, river bed, or opening in
the valley, wherein conl has found a
lodging place, 18 being “worked" by
the strikers or their famlilles,
